Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of this application and allowance of the 
pending claims to issue.

which they are presented in the Office Action 

L Rejection under 35 U.S^C- § 112, second paragraph 

The Office Action states that claims 94, 95 and 1 14-118 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 

112, second paragraph, as allegedly being indefinite. 

Claims 94, 95 and 1 14-1 18 are canceled herein without prejudice or disclaimer, thereby 
mooting this rejection and Applicants respectfully request its withdrawal. 

IL Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

The Office Action states that claims 94, 95 and 1 14-118 are rejected imder 35 U.S.C. § 
102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by Mummidi et al (Mummidi et al (1998) Nature 
Medicine 4:786-793) 

Claims 94, 95 and 1 14-118 are canceled herein without prejudice, thereby iBOOting this 
rejection and Applicants respectfully request its withdrawal. 
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III. Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) 

The Office Action states that claims 94, 95 and 1 14-118 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(e) as allegedly being anticipated by Kaslow (U.S. Patent No. 6,372,435). 

Claims 94, 95 and 1 14-118 are canceled herein without prejudice, thereby mooting this 
rejection and Applicants respectfully request its withdrawal.
